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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is responsive to Appellants' Appeal Brief filed on April 15, 2004. 

2. The Appeal Brief filed on April 15, 2004 is defective for the following reasons. 

The brief does not contain a correct dependency of the claims involved in the Appendix 
to the appeal brief In particular Claim 7 is dependent on Claim 2, which has been canceled. Also 
the status of the claims in the brief does not indicate that claims 2 and 1 1 were canceled after the 
final office action. Status of amendments in the brief does not indicate that claims 2 and 1 1 were 
canceled in the amendment filed on January 10, 2004. 

The brief does not contain a concise explanation of the invention defined in the claims 

involved in the appeal, which refers to the specification by page and line number, and to the 

drawing, if any, by reference characters as required by 37 CFR 1.192(c)(5). 

See MPEP 1206 which specifically requires: 

(5) Summary of Invention, A concise explanation of the invention defined in the claims 
involved in the appeal. This explanation is required to refer to the specification by page 
and line number, and, if there is a drawing, to the drawing by reference characters. 
Where applicable, it is preferable to read the appealed claims on the specification and 
any drawing. While reference to page and line number of the specification may require 
somewhat more detail than simply summarizing the invention, it is considered important 
to enable the Board to more quickly determine where the claimed subject matter is 
described in the application. 

Appellant is required to comply with provisions of 37 CFR 1.192(c).
